OPENING OF THE WOOLWICH LIBRARY. 

The first Library to be erected for the Borough of Woolwich 
Was opened on sateen 8th, by Lord Avebury. As far back 
as 1876, an attempt was made to adopt the Acts but was 
defeated ata p ‘blic meeting, “4 supporters being followed to 
their homes by a howling mob! A poii was taken in 1887 and 


again in 1888, but on each occasion the opponents had a large 








majority. In 1896 the Local Board of Health adopted the acts, 


and the present Library is the outcome of their action, 

The building has been erected by a local firm from designs 
by a ocal architect, and consists of the usual departments, as 
well as a house for the Librarian. The total cost, including the 
fittings, which were carried out by the North of England School 


Furnishing Co. has been £9,800. The building has two fron 


tages, and the elevations are in the Renaissance style, of red 








brick, Portland stone, and polished granite. The lighting throug 
out ts electric.

No 
phrases can do away with this hard fact. Such a state of things 
can hardly, one hope, remain long unbettered. There must come 
a time when librarians, like the 


nembers of every other profes- 


sion, will be paid in some reasonable proportion to their life 
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work of assiduous and always increasing responsibilities. Up to 
the present time the total want of any such correspondence 
between the labour and the remuneration has been pitiful if not 
absurd. Once more I say librarians are underpaid, grossly under- 
paid, and merely from the view of efficient performance of such 
work as | am about to describe can anyone doubt that, in their 
own interest and in the interest of the public, the Municipal 
authorities of every town in the United Kingdom would do well 
to increase, and to increase generously, the miserable incomes 
now paid to those from whom so much is required, and by whom 
such services are rendered. | feel myself the more free to say 
this with emphasis since, in saying it, | am not stating my own 
claims but the just claims of my own friends.”——Library Associa- 
tion Record (Septenih r.

Brevier and Nonpareil. Compiled by Edward McKnight, Libra- 
rian. 

A neatly printed and carefully compiled Dictionary Cata- 
logue of 10,000 volumes. Prefaced by a list of donations and an 
account of the opening proceedings. A laudable attempt is being 
made to form a collection of books and pamphlets relating to the 
locality. The provision of technical books appears to be limited, 
especially in respect of local industries, but otherwise the col- 
lection of books is an admirable one. 

Some attempt at condensation might have been made with 
profit, and the information conveyed in titles occupying five and 
six lines given in half the number. 

Catalogue of the Reference Department of the Hornsey 
Central Library. Compiled by Thos. Johnson, Chief Librarian 
and Secretary. pp. 134 and xiii. Sm. 8vo. paper covers, price 3d. 

A classified catalogue arranged upon the Brown ‘‘ Adjustable ”’ 
Classification, the first, we believe, issued on this system, with subject 
and author indexes. Many of the entries could, with advantage, 
have been abridged, which would have allowed more space for anno- 
tations. The Catalogue is carefully and neatly compiled and _ nicely 
printed, and is not disfigured with advertisements. Users of the ** Diction- 
ary ’’ Catalogue will at first find the references difficult, but this would have 
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been considerably lessened if the class letters and section numbers had 
been repeated as a head line to each page of the classified list. The 
number of volumes catalogued is not given. 

We are glad to have had the opportunity of handling this Catalogue, 
and congratulate Mr. Johnson on its production.
